I, Fidel D. Nwamu, declare as follows: 

1 . I am an associate attorney in the law firm of Townsend and Townsend 



and Crew LLP and am one of the attorneys of record in the subject application. 

2. On numerous occasions, I telephoned Jose Diaz, one of the inventors of 
the subject application, at Sony, Inc. ("Sony") where Mr. Diaz was employed. I was unable to 
reach Mr. Diaz. 

3. I was subsequently informed by Sony's In-house Paralegal, Chris Acuff 
that Mr. Diaz had left the employ of Sony.
